tected by automatic sprinklers hut no 
fire came. 
At last about two years 


ago a fire broke out one night In the 
finishing room on the top floor. The 
system worked to a charm so far as 
wetting the building was concerned. 
Tho flro was extinguished almost In- 
stantly, but the water' continued. 


Flooded Store Rooms 


Tho water was shut off arid then the 


water which had already * discharged 
began to find the crevices to the floors 
below. * Both of the lower floors tin- 
der the finishing room were occupied 
as tore rooms and were full of highly 
polished furniture. 
One half of the 


factory was completely soaked, and at 
the flrst glance It seemed as If every 
polished table and varnished- book- 
case In the building was ruined. Tile 
water had streaked and spotted every- 
thing that It had touched. 
Insurance for $1105,000 was carried 


on the contents of tho building and the 
agents Immediately arrived on the 
scene to look over the damage of the 
tire. 
The sprinkler had done Its Work 


so thoroughly that there was practic- 
ally no loas for that on that score, but 
VII',000 damage was paid to settle for 
tho work that water had done on the 
two lower, floors, and the Insurance 
company seemed to think that 
they 


•were getting off cheap at that. 


Pipe* Froze 


A short time after this on a 
cold 


winter night another catastrophe be- 
fell tho factory from a falling off.of 
air pressure. 
Tho pipes froze 
and 


then burst and flooded the building 
a second'time, although tbo damage 
was not so great. 
Despite these two 


experiences Mr. Estes believes In the 
sprlnWer, system and will soon have 
the local factory protected by one.

Contains Fatty Acid. 


"On July 11 you submitted a Ham-

-whether In Its prcm-nt condition It 
•would be considered a suitable- /and 
jiropor Ingredient of oleomargarine. 
This sample was examined and sub- 
jected to chemical analysis in tho of- 
fice laboratory. 'It was found to con- 
tain a largo amount of freo fatty acid, 
it was by no means free from disagree- 
able odor and taste, and was of u very 
deep red or orange color. 


Deleterious to Health. 


"If oil like the sample were used In

• garlne oil, neutral oil) cottonseed oil,

SUPREME COURT 


JUSTICE NAMED 


COMES FROM MASSACHUSETTS 


Oliver Wendell Holmes of the Bay 


State Supreme Bench Succeeds the 
Venerable Jurist Who Retires on Ac- 
count of a Paralytic Stroke. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—The 


president has accepted the resignation 
of Associate Justice of tho Supreme 
Court Horace Cray, which has been 
In his hands for about a month. At 
the same time the president appointed 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, chief justice 
of tho Supremo court of Massachu- 
setts, to the vacancy canned byuhe 
resignation of Mr. Justice Gray. 


Mr. Justice Gray had a stroke of 


paralysis last January. Since then ho 
has hod anoth* stroke. Ho is a man 
,of great'Size, with a natural tendency 
to apoplexy. He has not been on tho 
bench since ho was first stricken, and 
his resignation has been expected by 
all his friends for several 
mouths, 


though It has not been known to any 
except those who were closest to him 
and tho president that the request for 
the appointment of his successor had 
already been made. Justice Gray had 
been on the Supreme court 
bench 


longer than any other man now there 
except Justice Harlan. 


New Justice Stands High. 


Tho new justice, Mr. Holmes, was 


not himself an Intimate-friend of the 
president, but he was high In tho esti- 
mation of the circle of Massachusetts 
politicians and statesmen with whom 
the president has been most Identi- 
fied. 
Senator Lodge and 'those who 


move with him In public affairs In and 
about Boston have alwavs been known 
to regard Mr.1 Holmes as the leading 
jurist of his generation. 


The president, was greatly pleased 


when the acceptance of tho place 
camo Into his hands from Mr. Holmes. 
The resignation of Mr. Justice Gray 
was to take effect at tho president's 
convenience, and has been tnus de- 
layed by the decree of the president 
to make an appointment to tho Su- 
premo court bench that would be sat- 
isfactory from every possible point of 
view. Inasmuch as Mr. Justice Gray 
was appointed from Massachusetts; It 
was altogether fitting that the lead- 
ing jurist of Massachusetts, should 
succeed him. 
, 


Others May Retire. 


Mr. Justice Gray retires on bis full 


salary, $10,000. Under the 
law ho 


might have retired at any time during 
the last two years, 'as he Is 74 years 
of" age! -j There aro three other men 
on the Supreme court bench whoso 
privilege It Is to retire voluntarily on 
full pay. They are Chief Justice Ful- 
ler and. Justices Harlan and Shlras. 
The patriotism and devotion to duty 
are 
generally 
recognized, 
but tho 


feeble health of several justices of tho 
highest of United States courts has 
made It extremely gratifying to many 
than an opportunity has come to 'In- 
fuse Into the court the strength and 
renewed energy which comes with the 
appointment of a new and active jus- 
tice.
